U. S. AND CHINA SIGN TREATY ON 
COMMERCE, NAVIGATION 


A Treaty of Friendship, Commerce ard 
Navigation between the United States of 
America and the Republic of China was 
signed at Nanking. 

This is the first post-war comprehensive 
commercial treaty to be signed by either 
(jovernment. In 1844 the United States and 
China signed their first treaty of peace, 
amity and commerce. That treaty, as sup- 
plemented and modified by a number of sub- 
sequent treaties and agreements, has con- 
stituted the basis of American-Chinese 
relations throughout a century of cordial 
friendship between the two countries. De- 
velopments in recent years, particularly the 
relinquishment by this country and by 
other countries of extraterritorial rights in 
China, and changes in economic and com- 
mercial practices, have led both Govern- 
ments to desire to conclude a modern com- 
prehensive treaty of friendship, commerce 
and navigation, one which is based in gen- 
eral on the principle of mutlality and which 
more adequately meets the needs of present 
day international relationships. in replace- 
ment of earlier treaties relating to these 
matters. 

The treaty is somewhat broader in scope 
than existing United States commercial

porations, and includes articles relating to 
establishment, land holding, and industrial 
and literary property, commercial articles 
similar in principle to the general provi- 
sions of recent trade agreements, and more 
detailed coverage of exchange control, the

The treaty will supersede existing treaties 
between the United States and China relat- 
ing to establishment, commerce and naviga- 
tion, but will not limit or restrict the rights, 
privileges and advantages accorded by the 
Treaty for the Relinquishment of Extrater- 
ritorial Rights in China and the Regulation 
of telated Matters and accompnying ex- 
change of notes between the two countries 
signed at W ashington on January 11, 1943. 
The treaty is to be submitted to the Sen- 
ute und to the Legislative Luan for ap- 
proval and will enter into force on the day 


of the exchange of ratifications.

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RECIPROCAL TRADE AGREEMENT 
NEGOTIATIONS 


The Acting Secretary of State has issued 
formal notice of intention to conduct trade- 
agreement negotiations with Australia, Bel- 


gium, Brazil, Canada, Chile, China, Cuba, 
Czechoslovakia, France, India, Lebanon 
(Syro-Lebanese Customs Union), Luxem- 


bourg, Netherlands, New Zealand, Norway, 
Union of South Africa, Union of Soviet So- 
cialist Republics, the United Kingdom, and 
the areas for which these countries have 
authority to negotiate. Invitations to most 
of these nations were announced in De- 
cember, 1945. The negotiations will proba- 
bly begin in April, 1947. 

The Acting Secretary also made public a 
list of products which will be considered for 
the possible granting of tariff concessions by 
the United States in these negotiations, The 
Committee for Reciprocity Information si- 
multaneously issued a notice fixing the 
dates for submission to it of written in- 
formation and views about the projected 
negotiations and applications to appear at 
public hearings before the Committee. The 
notice sets forth the time and place for 
the opening of these hearings. 

This is the largest reciprocal trade-agree- 
ment negotiation yet undertaken. Nations 
are emerging from the dislocations of the 
war. They are now making crucial deci- 
sions as to the nature and direction of their 
economic activities. There exists a major 
opportunity to reduce world trade barriers 
and establish desirable patterns of future 
world trade. To seize this opportunity, the 
trade-agreements program, limited during 
the war, is now being resumed on a broad 
scale. 

The negotiations will be a two-way proc- 
ess. The United States will make requests 
for tariff and other concessions by the other 
countries in favor of a wide range of prod- 
ucts covering a large proportion of our to- 
tal export trade. Although no list of the 
export items on which concessions will be 
requested is to be published, the inter- 
departamental trade-agreements organiza- 
tion is preparing a very extensive list of 
such requests, and export interests are 
urged to let the trade-agreements organi- 
zation know at the public hearings what 
concessions they feel should be requested 
of the other countries involved in the ne- 
gotiations. 

Information is also solicited about other 
trade barriers, such as quantitative restric- 
tions or administrative regulations which 
have stood in the way of United States 


export trade with these countries, and as 
to any discriminations by these countries 
which have proved detrimental to United 
States exports. 

All presentations of information and 
views in writing and aplications for sup- 
plemental oral presentation of views with 
respect to such negotiations should be sub- 
mitted not later than noon, December 21, 
1946, to the Committee for Reciprocity In- 
formation, Tariff Commission Building, 
Eighth and E Streets, N. W., Washington,

A long list of imported commodities was 
issued in connection with the announce- 
ment. These commodities will be subject to 
consideration for tariff rate reductions. It is 
impractical to set forth in this Bulletin the 
entire list of imported articles but inter- 
ested readers may well assume that every 
commodity and article which is an impor- 
tant export item for each country listed is 
included. 

Under the extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act, rates of duty in ef- 
fect on January 1, 1945, may be decreased 
by 50% through trade agreement negotia- 
tions. °

Cunard White Star Line: Effective imme- 
diately prepaid tickets may be issued to 
American citizens residing in Italy. These 
tickets may be purchased in the United 
States at scheduled rates for passage from 
Southampton, England. Passengers must 
arrange their own transportation from Italy 
to Southampton, however. ... The Detroit 
office of the line has been opened for pas- 
senger business, with A. A. Picozzi in 
charge. 

French Line: William B. Gets has re- 
turned to the company as general freight 
agent. During July, 1941, he obtained a 
leave of absence to join the Africal Metals 
Corp., a Belgian war organization, and re- 
cently he was associated with the Belgian 
Economic and Shipping Mission. 

Furness, Withy & Co., Ltd.: The Man- 
chester Shipper now carries radar as part 
of its regular equipment. ...

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British Token 
Import Plan

ILLIONS of dollars in trade opportunities have been opened for interna- 
M tional traders with the establishment of the British Token Import Plan 

through an agreement arranged by the Office of International Trade, De- 
partment of Commerce, with the British Board of Trade. Shortly after the ter- 
mination of the war the OIT recognizing the importance of quickly reestablishing 
trade channels with the United Kingdom, especially of branded trade goods, 
worked out the plan in cooperation with British officials on a basis which will 
permit traders to export 20% of their average annual prewar exports for cer- 


tain base years. 
The O.I.T. anticipates that when U. S. 
traders fully understood the details of the 
agreement, they will increasingly seek to 
take advantage of this opportunity to 
make their products available to British 
consumers. One trader who quickly real- 
ized the value of this reopened trade com- 
mented: “The British Token Import Plan 
| means the very existency of my company.” 
He estimated that potential profits to this 
business would eventually exceed $500,000. 
The British Token Import Plan permits 
the reopening of established trade connec- 
tions in United Kingdom. The Plan has 
| been extended, so far, to cover 117 prod- 
ucts which range from garden rakes to 
hoes to ladies’ hats and liquor. The orig- 
inal list contained 47 items; 34 new items 
were added on September 19, and 36 on 
)) October 24. 
The United Kingdom imports from the 
U. S. for a given item are limited to 20% 
of the value of the U. S. exporter’s aver- 
age annual value of exports from the 
United States to the United Kingdom dur- 
ing the years 1936, 1937 and 1938. For 
the year 1946 this is limited to two-thirds 
of 20% of the exporter’s prewar trade 
with the United Kingdom during the “base 
years.” 

The 20% quota may at first sight seem 
small, particularly to manufacturers who 
operate on a limited scale. However, the 
present austerity conditions and the lim- 
ited foreign exchange balance of the 


United Kingdom prevent the British Gov- 
ernment from allowing larger imports at 
this time. The shipments allowed are, in- 
deed, only token shipments. However, the 
O.1.T. is pressing for additional relaxa- 
tions and greater commodity coverage 
under the plan. 

To qualify under the British Token Im- 
port Plan, manufacturers must establish 
the fact that they were exporters to the 
United Kingdom during the three-year 
period 1936, 1937 and 1938. The British 
Government has stated that the U. S. 
Government must certify each manufac- 
turer’s statement as to his prewar export 
trade with the United Kingdom and also 
calculate the quota to which each manu- 
facturer is entitled. Each manufacturer 
desiring to qualify submits to the Office 
of International Trade, Department of 
Commerce, three copies of Form IT-558, 
Request for Certification of Prewar Ex- 
ports to the United Kingdom. 

Any manufacturer who exported items 
on the approved list to the United King- 
dom during the base period, 1936, 1937 and 
1938 may apply for certification under the 
Plan. If a manufacturer wishes, he may 
authorize his agent or any other individual 
to apply for his quota. Such authoriza- 
tion must be in the form of a letter from 
the manufacturer, addressed to the Office 
of International Trade, stating that the 
manufacturer has given permission to a 
particular individual to apply for quota 
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BRITISH TOKEN IMPORT PLAN—Continued 


to which the manufacturer is entitled. 

Any individual who is not a manufac- 
turer, but who, nevertheless, believes that 
he is eligible for participation under the 
Plan through other means, should request 
a determination of eligibility from the 
Office of International Trade. Such re- 
quests should fully identify applicant’s 
export activities during the years 1936, 
1937 and 1938 to the United Kingdom and 
should explain in detail his reasons for 
requesting participation under the plan. 

The plan is basically for U. S. manu- 
facturers who sold to British accounts in 
the United Kingdom. However, individuals 
or firms who had established markets in 
the United Kingdom, but who are not 
manufacturers may be eligible if it can be 
demonstrated clearly that such markets 
were developed by such individuals or 
firms and not by a manufacturer. Indi- 
viduals acting as commission agents or 
forwarding agents cannot be certified un- 
der this plan unless they are authorized 
by a manufacturer who can qualify under 
the plan. Such authorization must be 
made by letter to the O.I.T. 

To illustrate, if a U. S. dress manufac- 
turer sold dresses to a customer in London, 
only the U. S. manufacturer is entitled to 
the exports as a basis for the establish- 
ment of a quota under the Token Import 
Plan. However, if he made domestic sales 
to a New York firm which sold the dresses 
to his select clientele in London, the New 
York firm is entitled to a quota based on 
such sales, as the British customers belong 
to the New York firm. In this instance 
the manufacturer did not make an export 
sale. The export sale was made by the 
New York firm. 

It is impossible for individuals or firms 
to be certified under the Token Plan unless 
they can qualify as manufacturers, a man- 
ufacturer’s authorized agent or exporters 
who operate as described above. Any 
other individual or firm must present a 
letter of authorization from a manufac- 
turer to the Office of International Trade 
before consideration can be given. 

If the New York firm in the previous 
illustration had acted only as a commis- 
sion agent, he could not apply for certi- 
fication, because the established market 
belongs to the manufacturer and only the 
manufacturer is entitled to the market 
under the Token Plan. Likewise, forward- 
ing agents are neither manufacturers nor 
principals. Forwarding agents, like com- 
mission agents, can receive consideration 
only upon presentation of letters from 
manufacturers which specifically give 
authorization to the forwarding agent or 
commission agent to act as the agent of 
the manufacturer. 

Taking into consideration another theo- 
retical illustration, a U. S, resident buyer 


representing several English merchants 
buys dresses indiscriminately from any 
manufacturer who will sell to him. The 
account is carried with the manufacturer 
in the name of the U. S. buyer. In addi- 
tion the U. S. buyer, when placing orders, 
requests the manufacturer to ship the 
dresses to a forwarding agency. The for- 
warding agency, upon orders from the 
buyer, receives the dresses from the manu- 
facturer and ships the dresses to the pur- 
chaser in the United Kingdom. In this 
case the U. S. buyer is eligible for the 
quota and not the manufacturer or the 
forwarding agent, as the accounts in the 
United Kingdom belong to the U. S. buyer 
and not the manufacturer or forwarding 
agent. 

Form IT-558 requests the applicant’s 
name, commodity for which certification 
is requested, and annual prewar exports 
for 1936, 1987 and 1938 of the desired 
commodity to the United Kingdom. In 
submitting the form, care must be taken 
to include only one eligible commodity on 
each form. Administrative operational de- 
tails prohibit the handling of more than 
one commodity per form. 

Upon receipt of Form IT-558 in O.L.T. 
the applicant is verified as to eligibility 
and the average value of exports for the 
three years, 1936. 1937 and 1938 is cal- 
culated. Two-thirds of the resultant figure 
is the value of the commodity which can 
be imported into U. K. for 1946. 

If the applicant’s request is approved, 
O.1.T. will certify the applicant as being 
eligible for participation in the Token 
Plan and will return one copy of Form 
IT-558 to the applicant together with scrip 
equal to the amount of the 1946 quota. 

Scrip is issued under the British Token 
Import Plan merely to lessen the flow of 
paper between the U. S. manufacturers 
and the Office of International Trade. 
Since numerous shipments are usually 
made by individual exporters. scrip is is- 
sued in convenient denominations so that 
the appropriate value of scrip can be for- 
warded to the British importer at the 
convenience of the U. S. exporter. Scrip 
is issued in $25, $50, $100, $500, $1,000 
and $20,000 denominations. Each denom- 
ination is of a different color. 

Value of the scrip forwarded to the 
British importer need be only to the 
nearest $25. To illustrate, an order for 
$2,561 would require scrip equal in value 
to $2,550. However, if the order was for 
$2,569, then scrip eaual to $2,575 would 
be required. The applicant should indicate 
in section 7 of Form IT-558 the denomi- 
nation of scrip desired. 

The scrip is non-transferable and non- 
negotiable. When a certified U. S. manu- 
facturer receives an order from a United 
Kingdom importer he forwards to the im-

The Port of New Orleans— 


International City

EW ORLEANS has just concluded the 

celebration of Internationai Week, 
November 14-19, the most momentous 
week in the colorful history of America’s 
No. 2 port. Dedication of the Inter- 
national Trade Mart and the Foreign 
Trade Zone, the formal opening of Inter- 
national House, observance of the 50th 
anniversary of the Board of Port Com- 
missioners and other features of an elab- 
orate program of business and social 
events demonstrated that New Orleans is 
indeed the International City, conscious of 
its obligations and potentialities as a great 
world port. 

Representatives of over 30 nations as- 
sembled to participate in the six-day cele- 
bration. A large delegation of members 
of the Washington diplomatic corps as 
well as many prominent U. S. government 
officials were in attendance and attested 
their keen interest in the various proceed- 
ings and ceremonies. 

International Week was the culmination 
of a concerted drive by the New Orleans 
business community, its civic leaders, 
bankers, industrialists, shippers, exporters 
and importers, as well as the Port and 
municipal officials, all concerned with the 
welfare and prosperity of their city, to 
take advantage of the opportunities for 


an expanded world trade in the post-war, 


period. 

Climaxing the “Week,” Mr. Alfred 
Schindler, Under Secretary of Commerce, 
delivered a timely address before the 
Golden Jubilee Dinner, his subject being 
“Challenges to World Trade.” 

The Port of New Orleans is determined 
to get its share of the augmented trade 
anticipated in this new era of world trade, 
not merely because of its strategic loca- 
tion near the mouth of one of the world’s 
greatest rivers, but because of its facili- 
ties for handling commerce in a most effi- 
cient and economical manner. 

The history and traditions of New Or- 
leans have conspired to make of it a truly 
cosmopolitan city, a city of all nations, 
and it is not surprising that it should 
begin to assert its claim to the distinction 
of being the International City. Its found- 
ations were laid under the French and 
Spanish regimes and while it has been 
under the American flag since 1803, it is 
“muy simpatico” so far as the Latins are 
concerned. As a matter of fact it is closer 
to most of the countries of Latin America 
than any major American port. As every- 


one knows, these countries of Latin Amer- 
ica are expected to provide a new world 
market for American manufactures in the 
post-war period and the Port of New Or- 
leans is making a strong bid for a larger 
proportion of this reciprocal trade, the 
exchange of raw materials and finished 
products. 

The New Orleans business men have 
made an intensive study of conditions in 
Latin America, trade opportunities and 
methods of transacting business, and 
through the establishment of International 
House a step forward in the betterment 
of social and cultural relations between 
the Southern metropolis and its good 
neighbors to the south has been taken. 
The spade work for this development had 
already been done by the New Orleans 
Association of Commerce, one of the out- 
standing civic organizations of the country. 

This awareness of its potentialities as 
a world port is not a sudden manifesta- 
tion, however, but has been a continuous 
process for the past fifty years. A news- 
worthy feature of International Week was 
the observance of the 50th Anniversary of 
the Board of Port Commissioners as an 
agency of the State of Louisiana. Public 
ownership and operation of the riverfront 
wharves and facilities was inaugurated by 
act of the State legislature in 1896. Ap- 
pointments to the Board are based on the 
recommendation of five civic organizations. 

The State of Louisiana has invested ap- 
proximately 75 million dollars in the im- 
provement of the New Orleans River front 
and the construction of the Inner Harbor 
or Industrial Canal; over seven miles of 
wharves and sheds of steél and concrete 
construction; the installation of many 
time-saving facilities, such as the banana 
conveyors; the public grain elevators and 
the public cotton warehouse, the world’s 
largest. With these facilities that front 
one of the world’s finest harbors, and with 
frequent and dependable sailings to other 
world ports, New Orleans has gradually 
forged ahead as a two-way port, which 
assures return cargoes for the many 
steamship lines that make this port their 
terminus, 

The efficiency of the Port of New 
Orleans and its facilities for handling 
tonnage with dispatch was demonstrated 
during World War II, when there was a 
tremendous concentration of military sup- 
plies at the Port of Embarkation and other

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


CORDAGE—As amended October 3, 1946, 
by the Civilian Production Administration, 
Conservation Order M-84 now permits man- 
ufacturers to make manila rope for any 
use in diameters as small as % of an inch. 
This Amendment to M-84 is made in order 
to permit increased production of manila 
rope during the 4th quarter, for it is ex- 
pected that during this quarter receipts of 
manila fiber will be about 27,000,000 Ibs., 
while receipts of sisal will amount to only 
about 5,000,000 lbs. The supply of sisal will 
thus be unusually short. 

RUBBER—The Combined Rubber Com- 
mittee announced on October 9, 1946, that 
the international controls over the alloca- 
tion of natural rubber will end on De- 
cember 31, 1946, in view of the increased 
amounts of this commodity that are be- 
coming available in the producing areas 
of the Far East. The Combined Rubber 
Committee consists of the United States, 


United Kingdom, Canada, France, The 
Netherlands, and Belgium. 
CANE ALCOHOL—tThe Civilian Produc- 


tion Administration assured the Department 
of Agriculture on October 10, 1946, that 
Limitation Order L-353, which prohibits 
the processing of imported cane spirits 
made from molasses into alcoholic bever- 
ages will not be revoked in the near future. 

CATTLE—tThe Department of Agriculture 
announced that the quarantine against im- 
ports of Mexican live cattle was lifted at 
12.01 a. m., (Central Standard Time), Octo- 
ber 18, 1946. 

FIELD SEEDS—tThe International Emer- 
gency Food Council announced a recom- 
mended allocation for 1946-47 of alsike, 
crimson and while clover, and perennial 
ryegrass seeds. Procurement by importing 
countries is to be substantially completed 
by November 1, 1946, with exporting coun- 
tries authorized to dispose of supplies re- 
maining unprocured after that date in any 
manner they desire. The exporting coun- 
tries of the various types of field seeds 





covered by the recommendation include 
Canada, Czechoslovakia, Sweden, United 
States, Denmark, New Zealand, United 


Kingdom, France and Italy. 

FATS AND OILS—On October 29, 1946, 
the [International Emergency Food Council 
announced the recommended allocations of 
fats, oils, and oil-bearing materials for the 
calendar year 1946, in place of the interim 
allocations that had previously been made. 
The I. E. F. C. emphasized that world ex- 
portable supplies of these materials during 
1946 fall far short of meeting import re- 
quirements for 1946 totalling 4.6 million 
long tons in terms of oil. There are only 
2.5 million long tons available to meet these 
requirements. 

SPICES —The international allocation 
recommendations for spices was ended on 
October 11, 1946, when the Committee on 
Cocoa and Spices of the International Emer- 


gency Food Council, meeting in London, 
England, decided to discontinue the alloca- 
tion recommendations of Indian pepper and 
West Indian mace and nutmegs which had 
been in operation up to September 30, 1946. 

BEANS, PEAS AND LEN TILS—The Inter- 
national Emergency Food Council an- 
nounced on October 19, 1946, that the rec- 
ommended distribution of beans, peas, len- 
tils and garbanzos for the period of July- 
December, 1946, is estimated at 364,417 met- 
ric tons and represents about 50% of stated 
requirements. Estimates of allocable sup- 
plies for the 12 months ending June 30, 
1947, are still too tentative to permit a 
recommendation to be made for the whole 
of this period. 

FIELD SEEDS—tThe International Emer- 
gency Food Council has recommended the 
distribution of red clover and spring betch 
seeds for 1946-47. At the same time the 
Council removed alfalfa, Kentucky blue- 
grass and winter betch from allocation 
recommendations. 

WAR FOOD ORDER 63—The United 
States Department of Agriculture amended 
War Food Order 63, effective October 28, 
1946, to remove from the controls of Ap- 
pendix A of the Order pepper, nutmeg, 
mace, argols, tartaric acid, guano, olive 
oil, edible and inedible ouricury oil, and 
ouricury nuts and kernels. 

REVOCATION OF WAR FOOD ORDERS 
—The United States Department of Agri- 
culture has revoked 15 war food orders 
and all orders under them, effective October 
25. 1946, including the following: WFO-19, 
Distribution of black and white pepper and 
nutmegs (also deleted from WFO-63); 
WFO-25, Distribution of cocoa beans; 
WFO-72, Distribution in the United States 
of imported fish. The Department of Agri- 
culture has also revoked all war food or- 
ders controlling fats and oils, with the ex- 
ception of WFO-130 (purchase, sale and use 
of peanuts of the 1945 crop), and WFO-63 
(control of imported foods. WFO-21, Dis- 
tribution of tea. was revoked, effective Oc- 
tober 30, 1946.

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


PREPARATORY COMMISSION—The Pre- 
paratory Commission of the International 
Trade and Employment Conference of the 
United Nations convened at London on Oc- 
tober 15, 1946,” for the discussion of eco- 
nomic and trade problems on an interna- 
tional scale. The Conference is scheduled 
to complete its work by December 10. By 
that date it plans to have ready the basis 
for the formation of an International Trade 
Organization and an outline of a code of 
trade conduct in international commerce. 
The plans formed by the Preliminary Com- 
mission will be submitted to the Interna- 
tional Trade and Employment Conference 
of the United Nations, scheduled to be held 
next summer. Countries formally repre- 
sented at the London gathering are Au- 
stralia, Belgium, Brazil, Luxembourg, Can- 
ada, Chile, China, Cuba, France, India, Leba- 
non, The Netherlands, New Zealand, Nor- 
way. South Africa, the United States and 
the United Kingdom. 

DOUBLE TAXATION—The Department of 
State announced recently the completion 
of the drafting of conventions with The 
Netherlands, Belgium, and Luxembourg for 
the avoidance of double taxation on income. 
These draft conventions will be submitted 
to the Governments of the respective coun- 
tries for further consideration with a view 
to signature. Treaties for the avoidance of 
double taxation on income taxes are now 
in effect with Sweden, France, Canada, and 
the United Kingdom. It is expected that a 
new convention with France modifying the 
Convention of 1939 will be signed in the 
near future. 

GERMAN Y—A special economic and trade 
delegation composed of responsible officials 
of the State. Commerce, Treasury, and War 
Departments as well as the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation and U. S. Commercial 
Company left Washington recently for Ger- 
many to confer with United States military 
authorities. The main purpose of the dele- 
gation was to discuss German exports. The 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation an- 
nounced on October 14 that the U. S. Com- 
mercial Company will open a display room 
in New York City at an early date for the 
display of merchandise and samples of 
products which are being imported from 
Germany. It was said that samples of 
some toys and Christmas tree ornaments 
are en route to the United States and in- 
terested buyers are requested to inform 
the Marketing Division. U. S. Commercial 
Company. Temporary “T”’ Building, Wash- 
ington 25, D. C., of their interest by Octo- 
ber 21, 1946. 

IMPORT AUTHORIZATIONS — On Octo- 
ber 28, 1946, the Department of Agricul- 
ture announced that it will grant imovort 
licenses more freelv for in-transit ship- 
ments through the United States to foreign 
destinations of the following commodities: 
dried beans, dried chickpeas and garban7os: 
lentils: dried. ripe and split peas; all tvnes 
and grades of rice: meat: tea: cocoa beans 
or cacao beans: cocoa (cacao) butter; un- 
sweetened cocoa: and all types of oil cake 
and oil cake meal. 

GERMANY—The Office of International 
Trade, Department of Commerce, announced 
on October 22, 1946. that applications will 
now be received from any American, busi- 
nessman wishing to go to Germany. at his 
own exvense, to explore the possibilities of 
importing goods available in that country. 
Anplications for this purpose should he sub- 
mitted to the Passnort Division. United 
States Devartment of State. accomnanied 
by the information which the Devartment 
requires: and these annlications must also 
be cleared bv the United States Military 
authorities in Germany. Foreign Funds 


Control of the Treasury Department has 
issued a general license required for this 
purpose to any person granted permission 
by the State and War Departments to enter 
Germany. 

GREECE—tThe Treasury Department an- 
nounced on October 15, 1946, that Greece 
has been added to the list of countries 
whose blocked accounts may be released 
under the certification procedure of Gen- 
eral License No. 95. This action was taken 
after an exchange of letters between the 
Greek Embassy acting on behalf of the 
Greek Ministry of Finance and Secretary 
Snyder similar to those written in connec- 
tion with the defrosting of the countries 
previously named in the license. Copies of 
the letter are available at the Federal Re- 
serve Banks of New York, Chicago and San 
Francisco. The Greek Government has des- 
— the Bank of Greece as its certifying 
agent. 


BUSINESS TRAVEL IN GERMANY 


The Office of International Trade, U. S. 
Department of Commerce, announced on 
October 22, 1946, that applications will now 
be accepted from any American business 
man who wants to go to Germany, at his 
own expense, to explore the possibilities 
of exporting goods available from that 
country. 

To satisfy the requirements of the Trad- 
ing with the Enemy Act, Foreign Funds 
Control of the U. S. Treasury Department 
issued License No. W-2957 on October 14, 
1946, on the strength of which any person 
granted permission by the U. S. State and 
War Departments to enter Germany is au- 
thorized to take with him letters empower-

PHILIPPINE WAR DAMAGE CLAIMS 


Regulations to govern preparation, pres- 
entation and payment of claims for war 
damage to American property in the Philip- 
pines formed the subject of an exploratory 
discussion in Washington in October be- 
tween representatives of the Council Philip- 
pine Committee and members of the Philip- 
pine War Damage Commission. The Council 
delegation expressed its views informally 
on the following subjects; basis of valua- 
tion of loss; time of loss or damage; proof 
of loss; time of payment of claims, and 
liaison between the Commission and other 
offices of the government. As the Com- 
mission proceeds with the formulation of 
regulations to govern the administration 
of the Philippine Rehabilitation Act, the 
legal basis of its work, further discussions 
will be held so that owners of property 
which suffered loss or damage in the Philip- 
pines may be fully protected. 


EARNED INCOME IN THE 
PHILIPPINES 


The Treasury Department, responding to 
the Council inquiry, has stated that a bona 
fide American resident of the Philippines 
during the entire taxable year ending after 
July 4, 1946 (date of Philippine indepen- 
dence) is entitled to the exemption provid- 
ed by Section 116 (a) of the Internal Reve- 
nue Code of the United States, as well as 


to other applicable exemptions. This ruling, 


was required to determine whether the 
Philippines would be considered a foreign 
country for the entire year of 1946 in the 
application of this Section of our Revenue 


Code. e 
APPOINTMENTS TO THE FOREIGN 
SERVICE 


At the request of the Department of 
State. the Council notified members of a 
program for recruiting persons for the mid- 
dle and upper grades of the Foreign Service 
of the United States. In making appoint- 
ments to the Service, the Department would 
like to include persons experienced in the 
field of foreign commerce. 

The appointments are to be made in ac- 
cordance with Public Law 488, enacted at 
the last session of Congress and designed to 
modernize the structure of the Foreign 
Service. Many provisions of the law had 
been recommended in Final Declarations of 
the National Foreign Trade Conventions. 
They were also covered in a report of the 
Advisory Committee on Commercial Activi- 
tiles of the Foreign Service, on which the 
Council is represented.

INCOME TAX CONVENTION— 
U. S. & U. K. 


There have been issued two statements 
concerning the Income Tax Convention be- 
tween the United States and the United 
Kingdom: 

(1) A statement by the British Board of 
Inland Revenue with reference to claims by 
United States residents to relief from 
United Kingdom income tax on interest, 
royalties, pensions, and annuities. 


(2) A statement by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue of the United States Trea- 
sury Department with reference to benefits 
accorded residents of the United Kingdom 
and foreign corporations managed and con- 
trolled in the United Kingdom under the 
United States-United Kingdom Income Tax 
Convention. 


The Council has been advised that the 
forms required by the British Board of In- 
land Revenue, namely Forms M-1, M-2, and 
M-3, may be secured from the Collector of

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FOREIGN TRADE ACTIVITIES—Continued 


BRAZILIAN-AMERICAN ECONOMIC 
RELATIONS 


Discussions have recently been held be- 
tween officers of the Departments of State 
and Commerce and representatives of the 
Brazilian Committee of the Council con- 
cerning problems of and barriers to Ameri- 
can business activities in Brazil and in 
trade with that country. Among the more 
important topics explored in these conver- 
sations have been the following: 

(1) Customs structure and procedures. 
(2) Requirements relating to the entry 
of foreigners. (3) Taxation, with par- 
ticular reference to the impostos de con- 
sumo—internal consumption taxes—and the 
10% non-residence tax. (4) Limitations on 
activities of foreign insurance companies 
and banking interests. 65) Restrictions on 
subdivisions and packaging of certain con- 
sumers’ articles. (6) Exploitation of sub- 
soil. (7) Employment regulations. (8) Prob- 
lems of exchange, limitations of profits, 
and regulations affecting adversely the de- 
velopment and efficient operation of cor- 
porate enterprise. (9) Shipping. 

A study exploring these barriers to busi- 
ness and others considered detrimental to 
the interests of American business groups 
in Brazil and to the progress of coopera- 
tion by the business community of this 
country with Brazil was made and trans- 
mitted with recommendations to the United 
States Government. In the preparation of 
its analysis and recommendations the Com- 
mittee utilized suggestions made by indi- 
vidual members of the Council. 


LONDON TRADE CONFERENCE 


A summarized report has been issued, 
based on the Council’s observer in London 


United Nations which is considering the 
establishment of an International Trade 
Organization. 


SUGGESTED CHARTER—INT'L. 
TRADE ORGANIZATION 


The “Suggested Charter for an Interna- 
tional Trade Organization of the United 
Nations,” made public by the Department of 
State on September 20, 1946, is primarily 
an elaboration of the “Proposals for Expan- 
sion of World Trade and Employment” is- 
sued by the Department in December, 1945. 
The text of the Suggested Charter is con- 
— in Department of State Publication 
2598. 

The Department has announced that pub- 
lic hearings on the new Charter will be 
held by an appropriate interdepartamental 
committee at a later date, at which time 
all interested persons and organizations 
will be afforded an opportunity to present 
their written and oral views regarding the 
draft. The Council has been advised that 
these hearings are expected to be held 
about the beginning of 1947. A Council 
committee has been created to study the 
new Charter in anticipation of an appear- 
ance by the Council at these hearings. 


TREATIES OF FRIENDSHIP AND 
COMMERCE 


An article, “Some Aspects of the Com- 
mercini Treaty Program of the United 
States—Past and Present,” has been pre- 
pared by Mr. Austin T. Foster, Chairman 
of the Subcommittee on Treaties of the 
Law Committee. It is timely in view of the 
international economic conferences in prog- 
ress and in prospect. It is expected that 
the United States Government in these con- 
ferences will vigorously press for agree- 
ments to eliminate trade barriers of every

Effective October 11, 1946, the CPA has further amended Order M-63 by inserting the 
following new paragraph: 

“(c) Criteria for adding materials to List A. Materials are put on List A and made 
subject to the restrictions of General Imports Order M-63 only if they qualify under one 
of the following criteria: 

“(1) Control of the import of the material is necessary to implement an international 
allocation to which the United States is a party; or : 

(2) Control of the import of the material is necessary to implement a government 
purchase program.” 


MANILA HEMP—IMPORT RESTRICTIONS OFF 


The termination of import restrictions on Manila hemp (abaca) effective immediately 
was announced by the CPA. At the same time CPA announced that it had canceled its 
directive to the Reconstruction Finance Corporation to purchase this fiber from the Philip- 
pine Islands except as necessary to complete outstanding commitments. Production of 
abaca on United States owned plantations in Central America, as well as public purchase 
= eer hard fibers from Mexico, Portuguese Africa and Haiti, are being continued, CPA 
added. 

Termination of the import restrictions on abaca was accomplished by removing it from 
List A of General Imports Order M-63. 


NETTINGS—EXPORT CONTROL OFF 


The CPA has approved the export, out of military surplus, of mosquito and other types 
of cotton netting now held by the War Assets Administration. WAA expects to sell within 
the next few weeks approximately 12,000,000 yards of this netting, including mosquito, 
insect, sandfly, bobbinet and nottingham. This netting is not considered suitable for 
domestic consumption because of its drab color, and its finishing, which in many cases has 


made it stiff and unwieldy. 
LUMBER—EXPORT QUOTA 


The fourth quarter export quota for lumber was announced by the CPA as 170,000,000 
board feet, or 2,200,000 board feet less than was originally set for the third quarter. This 
quota was set after studies by, and with the concurrence of, CPA, the Department of 
Commerce, the Department of State and the National Housing Agency. It is in line with 
the policy adopted early in the year to hold 1946 lumber exports under 600,000,000 board 
feet. The fourth quarter quota will hold the exports well within this figure, CPA said. 
The agency pointed out that, as in other materials, actual lumber exports never consume 
all of the quota. 
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KAPOK—CONTROLS OFF 


The CPA revoked its controls over kapok, the fiber used extensively during the war by 
the Army and Navy in life-saving equipment. The kapok order, M-85, issued February 4, 
1942, and now revoked, provided for the allocation by CPA of the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation’s kapok stockpile, and also controlled the use of kapok imported for private 
account. The order helped assure adequate life-saving devices for United States armed 


forces. 
ai TIRES—EXPORT QUOTA 


The fourth quarter export quota for truck and bus tires was set at 450,000, approxi- 
mately ten per cent of estimated production. The quota for passenger car tires was pegged 
at 350,000, or about 1.8 per cent of estimated production. CPA said that while United 
States tire production is far in excess of the largest pre-war years, foreign production is 
still facing numerous difficulties and these tires are needed for maintenance of essential 
transportation. Truck and bus tires are now being produced at a rate of approximately 
1,400,000 per month as opposed to a pre-war monthly output of 725,000 in 1940, the largest 
pre-war production year. Passenger car tires are now being produced at a rate of about 
6,000,000 per month compared with total 1940 production of about 4,000,000 units. 

The third quarter truck and bus tire quota was 425,000 units, and the quota for pas- 
senger car tires 300,000 units. 


SYNTHETIC RUBBER—EXPORT CONTROL OFF 


Effective November 1, GR-S, the general purpose synthetic rubber, will again be 
authorized for sale for export. Both dry GR-S and GR-S latex will be available. Orders for 
GR-S for export should be addressed to the,Sales Department, Office of Rubber Reserve, 
RFC, Washington 25, D. C. 


FABRICS PROCESSED IN PUERTO RICO 


The CPA announced that priority ratings granted during the third quarter for fabrics 
to be processed in Puerto Rico may be used at least until November 29, 1946. These ratings, 
which were granted under Direction 32 to Order M-328, were not assigned until August 29, 
1946, CPA pointed out. Under Interpretation 13 to Priorities Regulation 3, the time limit 
within which preference ratings generally must be applied to purchase orders is three 
months from the time the ratings are issued. 

Therefore the ratings are good at least until November 29, since there is no require- 
ment in Direction 32 to Order M-328 that the ratings issued under it must be used in the 
third quarter. 

CPA reminded manufacturers, however, that all materials obtained with ratings under 
Direction 32 must be shipped immediately to Puerto Rico. 

Manufacturers who buy these fabrics for shipment may get priorities assistance from 
CPA, on the recommendation of the Department of Interior, which administers Puerto 
Rican affairs. The quota for the third quarter was 4,829,000 linear yards of cotton and 
rayon broad woven fabrics.

ADVISOR COMMITTEES REPORTS 


COTTON AND BURLAP BAGS—Immediate revocation of two CPA orders dealing with 
eotton and burlap bags, and elimination of other bag provisions in a third order, was 
recommended jointly by the New Textile Bag Manufacturers and the Burlap Importing 
and Bag Manufacturers Industry Advisory Committees. 

The committees asked for revocation of Order M-221, which controls the manufacture, 
delivery, and use of textile bags, and Order M-47, which governs the sale and use of burlap 
imported from India. The committees also recommended elimination of bag set-asides 
from the cotton fabric distribution table in Order M-317A. This table lists percentages of 
various fabrics, including material for bags, which must be produced by cotton mills. 

Committee members said the industry could maintain an equitable distribution of bags 
under present conditions. They also said that with the recent revocation of Order L-99, 
the loom freeze order, it will be impossible to control distribution of cotton fabrics for 
bags. The committee said that because of this revocation cotton mills can now make 
anything — want, and that it is meaningless to attempt to control distribution and use 
of bags if mills are not required to set aside a definite percentage of their cotton fabric 
for these bags. 

Members said, however, that they did not want to surrender the percentage of the mills’ 
production guaranteed them under the M-317A set-aside, if this would mean that indus- 
trial and agricultural uses other than bags were granted an increase in their set-asides 
at the expense of the material available for bags. The committee said that the industry 
would be able to get enough material for bags if the orders were revoked, and there 
would also be enough bags for agricultural use. Members declared that in a free market 
bag manufacturers would be anxious to furnish bags for agricultural uses, since that Is a 
steady, long-term market. 

The committees predicted that the present heavy demand for bags for agricultural and 
other uses would continue at least through the first quarter of next year. 

ALUMINUM—Because of an expected aluminum shortage this winter, aluminum pro- 
ducers recommended to the government that it explore the possibilities of a three-way 
purchase contract with Canada and Great Britain, the Civilian Production Administration 
said recently. 

Members of the newly formed Primary Aluminum Producers Industry Advisory Com- 
mittee at their recent meeting told CPA that the impact of the huge requirements of 
aluminum for housing on an already tight aluminum supply situation required some 
government purchase program to relieve a possible shortage over the next three months. 

NITROGEN—The CPA said that priorities assistance would be offered various foreign 
countries to enable them to obtain from United States producers the quantities of nitrogen 
for agricultural purposes allocated to them last June by the International Emergency Food 
— for the fertilizer year 1946-1947. The same system will be used to supply Puerto

PRICE CONTROL TERMINATED 


The President, by Executive Order, has ordered the termination of price control except 
as to rents, sugar and rice. The OPA must, therefore, revoke all price regulations govern- 
ing the sale or delivery of domestic and imported commodities, except those relating to 
sugar and rice. Price Administrator Paul A. Porter issued a statement indicating that 
these price controls ended as of 12:01 A.M., Sunday, November 10, 1946. 

In taking this action, the President placed a responsibility upon management and 
industry as well as upon labor to keep prices within reasonable bounds. 

Records required to substantiate prices charged during the period of price control 
must be retained for one year for possible OPA inspection, as the orders lifting controls 
do not cancel violations of regulations during the period of control. 

To carry out the President’s order, the OPA issued Supplementary Order 193, the text 
of which is as follows: 

“Section 1. Commodities exempt. 
from price control except: 

“(a) Sugar and sugar solutions derived from sugar cane or sugar beets, including all 
grades of edible syrups and molasses, and blackstrap molasses (imported and domestic) ; 

“(b) Corn syrup and corn sugar (imported and domestic); 

“(c) Blended syrups (imported and domestic) which contain at least 20% by weight 
or volume of sugar, sugar solutions, corn syrup or corn sugar, either singly or in com- 
bination; and 

“(d) Rice, rough and milled (imported and domestic). 

“Sec. 2. Preservation of records. Records shall be preserved as provided by Supple- 
mentary Order 189. 

“Sec. 3. Stabilization Act of 1942, as amended. This order does not affect the notice 
requirements of section 1 of the Stabilization Act of 1942, as amended, applicable to com- 
mon carriers and other public utilities. 

- sean” Supplementary Order No. 193 shall become effective as of 12:01 A.M., November 
“Issued this 12th day of November, 1946. Paul A. Porter, Administrator.” 
Supplementary Order 189, relating to the preservation of records, and which is men- 

tioned above, provides as follows: 

“Section 1. Preservation of records, All persons shall, with respect to any commodity 
which is exempted or suspended from price control on or after the effective date of this 
Supplementary Order No. 189, preserve until one year from the effective date of any order 
or other document issued by the Administration exempting or suspending that commodity 
from price control, all records, documents, reports, books, accounts, invoices, sales lists, 
sales slips, orders, vouchers, contracts, receipts, bills of lading, correspondence, memo- 
randa, and other papers, and drafts and copies thereof required to be made or kept by any 
of the foregoing acts or Executive orders, or by any regulation, order, price schedule or 
other document issued by the Administration thereunder.”

JUTE BAGS—EXPORT LICENSING 


A stricter policy in licensing for the exportation of new and used jute bags was an- 
nounced recently. Severe curtailment of Indian jute production and exports with resultant 
decreased imports to the United States has necessitated this action. 

A summary of the new license policy follows: 

1. The privilege of General Intransit License (GIT) is withdrawn and exporters desiring 
to complete any intransit shipments must obtain a specific license. A Consular Invoice 
from the country of destination must be submitted as evidence that the shipment is actually 
in the intransit status. 

2. Licenses will not be approved for exportation of new jute bags, except under excep- 
tional circumstances. 

3. Licenses will be approved for exportation of used jute bags only in cases where they 
are to be used to package U. S. imports of strategic material. 

4. General License (GLR) privileges permitting return to the country of origin of 
empty containers, including jute bags, will not be changed. 
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MILLWORK—EXPORT LICENSING 


The validity period for licenses to expert doors, moldings, and other millwork items 
essential to the Veterans Emergency Housing Program has been reduced from one year 
to six months. The action was taken at the request of the National Housing Agency in 
order to control more effectively exportation of these commodities. Expiration dates of 
all outstanding export licenses covering millwork issued before today will be one year from 
the date of issuance or May f5, 1947, whichever comes first. 

Millwork and certain other lumber products are expected to be scarce for some time. 
Consequently, export control over these items is considered necessary if the work of the 
Veterans Emergency Housing Program is to be protected.

PAPER HATS—BLEACHED. Charles C. 
Perry v. U. S., Prot. 71834-K. Decided Oct.

1504 (b) (2), Tariff Act 
of 1930, as “bleached hats,” but were 
claimed dutiable at only 25% under Par.

moved the bleaching effect thus imparted 
to them, to the extent that the paper made 
from said paper pulp would not be bleached 
paper, this was a matter of proof which 
rested upon the plaintiff, and which is en- 
tirely lacking in this case.

PEAT MOSS—POULTRY GRADE—NOT IN- 
GREDIENT CHIEFLY USED IN MANU- 
KACTURE OF FERTILIZER. Peat Prod- 
ucts Corp. v. U. S., Prot. 107905-K. Decided 
on Noy. 7, 1946. Opinion by Judge Ekwall. 
Poultry grade peat moss was assessed at 
50 cents per ton under Par. 1548, Tariff Act 
of 1930. Importer claimed it was free of 
duty under Par. 1685, which reads: “Guano, 
basic slag (ground or unground), manures, 
and (notwithstanding any other provision 
of this Act) those grades of all other sub- 
stances used chiefly for fertilizers, or chief- 
ly as an ingredient in the manufacture of 
fertilizers.” The evidence showed that the 
imported peat moss was a coarse grade used 
as litter in chicken houses, after which use 
it was used as fertilizer. In overruling the 
protest the Court adhered to its prior deci- 
sion in Half Moon Mfg. & Trading Co. v. 
U. S., 9 Cust. Ct. 37, C. D. 656, and said in 
so doing: “We find that the evidence falls 
far short of showing that the poultry grade 
is placed in poultry houses chiefly for the 
purpose of creating a fertilizer material to 
be subsequently used for the improvement 
of the soil. On the contrary, the evidence 
discloses that this grade of peat, at the 
time of importation, was chiefly used as a 
bedding or litter in poultry houses to main- 
tain the health and comfort of the poultry 
and as an aid to the commercial poultry- 
man in maintaining sanitary conditions in 
the poultry houses with a minimum ex- 
penditure of labor. It was agreed by the 
witnesses that the use of a bedding for 
poultry houses is essential to the profitable

raising of poultry commercially. In view 
of the wording of the statute making chief 
use the criterion it is immaterial whether 
this grade of peat is used as a fertilizer in 
the condition it may acquire subsequent to 
nee « mo as a result of having been put 
to its chief use. In regard to plaintiff's 
alternative claim that this poultry grade is 
used chiefly ‘as an ingredient in the manu- 
facture of fertilizers,’ we are of the opinion 
that the conclusion arrived at in the Half 
Moon Manufacturing & Trading Co. case, 
supra, is correct and we adhere to that de- 
cision, i. e., that the commodity which is 
used as a fertilizer, of which this peat moss 
forms an ingredient, is not the result of a 
manufacturing process, and therefore we 
hold that the imported merchandise is not 
chiefly used as an ingredient in the manu- 
facture of fertilizers.”

ANCHOR CHAIN LINKS—STEEL CAST- 
INGS—MANUFACTURES OF METAL. Geo. 
S. Bush, Inc. v. U. S., Prot. 106506-K, etc. 
Decided Nov. 7, 1946. Opinion by judge 
Tilson. Merchandise invoiced as “Manga- 
nese Steel Anchor Chain Connecting Links 
for Cargo Vessels” was assessed at 45% 
under Par. 397, Tariff Act of 1930, as manu- 
facturers of metal, n.s.p.f., but was claimed 
dutiable at only 20% under Par. 304, as 
steel castings, plus 8% under Par. 305 be- 
cause it contained more than 6/10 of 1% 
of manganese, an alloying material. The 
evidence showed that the links were made 
by a casting process; that after removal 


from the molds they have to have the 
gates, risers and fins removed; that prior 
to importation no work thereon had been 


done by a machinist but that after importa- 
tion the castings were made into finished 
articles by a machinist. The Court in over- 
ruling the protest said: “By a manufac- 
turing process the imported merchandise

had been made up into a specific article. 
lt is true that the provision in paragraph 
304 for ‘... all descriptions and shapes of 
dry sand, loam, or iron molded steel cast- 
ings,’ is a broad provision, but in our opin- 
ion this provision was never intended to 
include molded steel castings which, by a 
manufacturing process, had been made up 
into a specific article for use exclusively as 
anchor chain connecting links. The same

MARINE ENGINE REPAIR PARTS, NOT

ENTRY. A Johnson & Co., Inc., v. U. S., 
Prot. 99699-K. Decided Nov. 13, 1946. Opin- 
ion by Judge Lawrence. Certain marine 
engine repair parts carried as spares on 
the Swedish registry M. S. ANNIE JOHN- 
SON while in the Port of San Francisco 
and shipped in bond to New York where 
they were installed in the sister ship M. §. 
AXEL JOHNSON, also under Swedish regis- 


try, were assessed at 27%% under Par. 
397, Tariff Act of 1930, as parts of machines, 
n.s.p.f. Free entry was claimed under the 


decision of the Spreme Court of the U. S. 
in the case of THE CONQUEROR, 166 110, 
wherein it was held that vessels were not 
merchandise within the tariff laws and 
were therefore not subject to duty.

UNLESS NO OTHER MANUFACTURERS 
EXIST. Jovita Perez v. U. S., Reap. No. 
155670-A, etc. Decided Oct. 3, 1946. Opinion 
by Judge Keefe. An importation of 300 
gals. of “El Masco” flavoring syrup from 
Mexico contained in 6 bble each of 50 gals. 
capacity was invoiced and entered at $51 
(U. S. Cur.) per bbl. less nondutiable and 
eif charges. After such deductions the net 
entered value of a unit of 6 bbls. was U. S. 
$167, which included the cost of the bar- 
rels. The merchandise was appraised at 
Mexican Pesos 1045-42, which was equiva- 
lent to U. S. $215.16. From the evidence it 
appeared that the advance in value by the 
Appraiser was based upon the report of a 
Treasury Representative, who figured the 
cost of production by setting out $5,032, the 
total selling price of a carload of 17 units 
of syrup, deducting the nondutiable charges, 
the sugar tax, a duty of 20%, and entitling 
$3,494.33. the remainder, as “dutiable value.” 
The Treasury Representative then figured 
the cost of materials and labor for such 
carload as $1,719.03. which he deducted from 
the so-called “dutiable value.” From the 
sum of $1,775.30, then remaining he deduct- 
ed the cost of packing, $88.08, and labeled 
the balance, $1,687.22 as “profit.” This he 
figured to be 98.15% of the sum of the cost 
of materials, labor and overhead. At the 
trial the importer contended that the prop- 
er costs to be considered in determining 
the cost of production were the cost of ma- 
terials and fabrication of $89.70 per unit; 
that the usual general expenses to be 
charged amounted to $8.97, being 10% of 
the cost of materials and fabrication and 
$5.18 for cost of containers. which totaled 
$103.85, exclusive of “profit.” Importer fur- 
ther contended that the profit to be added 
is not the profit of the particular concern 
exporting the merchandise but. according 
to the statute, it must conform to the profit 
which was ordinarily added by manufactur- 
ers in the same country as to merchandise 
of the same class or kind: that the profit 
of the shipper could not be resorted to un- 
less there was no other manufacturer of 
goods of the same class or kind in Mexico 
and that the profit usually or ordinarilv 
added bv producers of the same class of 
merchandise ranged hetween 14% to 16% 


at the same time in effect ignore the set-

of the costs of materials, fabrication and 
the usual general expenses. On the other 
hand the Government contended that the

Should the 
item of profit in the cost of production 
formula, contained in Section 402 (f) (4), 
Tariff Act of 1930, be determined in ac- 
cordance therewith, or should the Trea- 
sury Department’s interpretation contained 
in T. D. 48860, be followed; 2. Should the 
addition for profit reflect that percentage 
ordinarily or usually added by manufac- 
turers in the country of production at a 
time preceding the date of exportation, or 
should it consist of the actual profit real- 
ized upon the sale of the merchandise; 
3. Should the percentage added for profit 
of the manufacturer making the greatest 
number of sales in wholesale quantities be 
determined by taking into consideration the 
sales of the exporter whose cost of pro- 
duction is being determined under the sta- 
tutory formula, when the exporter made 
the majority of sales; and 4. What “profit” 
is established by the record. In refusing 
to approve the appraised value and the 
method used in arriving at the same the 
Court said: “As to profit I am of the opin- 
ion that the clear implication of the statu- 
tory language is that the item of profit in 
the cost of production formula is required 
to represent at least 8 per centum of the 
cost of the materials and labor necessary 
to manufacture such or similar merchandise 
nlus the general expenses usually incurred 
in the production thereof by the particular 
manufacturer of the merchandise under 
consideration. The addition made for 
nrofit, however, is further restricted as it 
is required to be equal to the profit which 
ordinarily is added by other manufacturers 
in the country of production who manufac- 
ture merchandise of the same general char- 
acter. To be “equal” is defined as_ being 
“the same in magnitude. quantitv, degree,

EXAMINATION OF MERCHANDISE—SPECIAL INSTRUCTION 


Having been informed generally as to the character and description of merchandise 
covered by entries filed at the port of New York, N. Y., on or before September 30, 1946, 
but not released from customs custody before the close of business on that date, it is my 
opinion that the examination of less than 1 package of every 10 packages, but not !ess 
than 1 package of every invoice, of such merchandise will amply protect the revenue. 
Therefore, by virtue of the authority contained in sections 499 and 624 of the Tariff Act of 
1930, as amended (19 U. S. C. secs. 1499 and 1624), I do by this special instruction permit 
and authorize a less number of packages than 1 package of every 10 packages, but not 
less than 1 package of every invoice, of such merchandise to be examined.

8.12 Invoices for installment shipments arriving within a period of 7 days from 
contiguous territory; entry.—(a) Installments of a shipment covered by a single order 
or contract and shipped from one consignor to one consignee may be included in one 
invoice if the installments arrive at the port of entry by any means of transportation 
within a period of not to exceed 7 consecutive days. [T.D. 51560.] 


(b) If the required invoice is not filed with the first entry of the installment series, 
a pro forma invoice shall be filed with each entry made before the required invoice is 
produced and a bond shall be given, or charge against a term bond made, for the pro- 
duction of the required invoice. Liquidated damages will accrue in the case of each 
entry if more than 6 months expires without the production of an invoice for such 
entry.

(c) The invoice shall be prepared in the manner provided for in section 481 (a), 
Tariff Act of 1930, and section 8.13, and, when practicable, shall show the quantities, 
values, and other invoice data with respect to each installment and the date of ship- 
ment of each installment and shall give the car number or other identification of the 
importing conveyance in which it was shipped.

of such bureau, offices, and boards which were performed by the Bureau of Customs on 
behalf thereof immediately prior to the effective date of Executive Order No. 9083 of 
February 28, 1942 (7 F. R. 1609); and the power to remit and mitigate fines, penalties and 
forfeitures incurred under the laws governing these functions. 

“Sec. 102. Powers of the Secretary of the Treasury. The functions transferred by 
section * * * 102 of this plan may be performed through such officers and employees

MERCHANDISE EXPORTED BY MAIL 


Numerous complications arise from the present system of lading merchandise for 
export in the mail, at the New York General Post Office, the Morgan Annex of the Post 
Office, at Station P, Station C, etc. In order to avoid these difficulties and to establish 
uniformity the following procedure will be observed when filing export entries: 

1. When the merchandise is at the N. Y. Morgan Annex of the Post Office, the lading 
for export will be supervised at that office—by an employee designated by the Deputy 
Collector in Charge of the Mail Division. The permit should be lodged in Room 508, 
Morgan Annex, New York Post Office. 

2. When the merchandise is at the N. Y. General Post Office, the lading for export will 
be supervised at that office by an employee designated by the Deputy Collector of the Mail 
Division. The permit should be lodged in Room 3510, General Post Office. 

3. When the merchandise is at the N. Y. Foreign Trade Zone, the merchandise must 
be properly wrapped, addressed and forwarded with the declarations required by the 
postmaster and transferred via bonded truck to the office of the Deputy Surveyor, Federal 
Building, St. George, Staten Island, where the lading will be supervised by an officer 
designated by the Deputy Surveyor in Charge of Cargo, District No. 9. The permit must 
be lodged in the office of the Deputy Collector in Charge of the Foreign Trade Zone. 

4. If the merchandise is in the N. Y. Appraiser’s Store (including the Seizure Room, 
or the Baggage Room), 201 Varick Street, or in bonded warehouse elsewhere, the lading 
will be at Post Office, Station P, located on the ground floor of the Customhouse. The 
package must be securely wrapped, addressed and transferred via bonded truck, Room 
=. naan, where an inspector will be assigned to supervise the lading at Postal 
Station P. 

When preparing export entries the place of lading and the identity of the bonded 
truckman should be indicated on Form 7512 in the space for “Carrier.” Arrangements 
should be made to have the parcel properly wrapped and addressed and forwarded with 
the required postal declarations before attempting to mail it. 

Merchandise to be exported with benefit of drawback should be brought to Room 125, 
N. Y. Customhouse. The packages shall have stamped or written thereon a waiver signed 
by the exporter on customs Form 3413, or in a substantially similar form. The merchan- 
dise should be packed in a manner that affords the inspector an opportunity to verify the 
contents and after examination, wrapped, laheled, etc. and mailed from Postal Station P.

ABSTRACTS OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 
[T.D. 51553.] 


The following is a summary of decisions issued by the Bureau of Customs usually in the form 
of a ietter to a Collector of Customs of some Port of Entry: 


CLASSIFICATION 

Halvah, a product containing sesame, sugar, glucose, cocoa, and flavoring essence, 
valued at 6 cents or more per pound, shown to be sold and used as confectionery, and not 
as a spread, is dutiable as confectionery, not specially provided for, valued at 6 cents 
or more per pound, at the rate of 20 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 506, Tariff 
Act of 1930, as modified pursuant to the United Kingdom Trade Agreement, rather than 
at the same rate under paragraph 1558, Tariff Act of 1930. Similar merchandise valued 
at less than 6 cents per pound shall be assessed with duty at the rate of 40 per centum 
ad valorem under paragraph 506, Tariff Act of 1930, only when entered for consump- 
tion or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption after Nov. 30, 1946. Bureau letter 
to collector of customs, New York, N. Y., October 21, 1946. (464.227) 

Semiprecious stones, rough and un<cut.—The term “precious stones” as used in para- 
graph 1668, Tariff Act of 1930, in view of the legislative and judicial history, includes 
semiprecious stones, notwithstanding that in paragraph 233 a distinction is made between 
these classes of stones.

MISCELLANEOUS 

Recording—Filing of oath of vendee on Maritime Commission Form No. 4559.—The 
United States Maritime Commission has ruled that -its Form No. 4559 provided under 
section 838, title 46, United States Code, for use in the case of joint ownership of a vessel 
was intended to be executed by one only of the joint owners for and on behalf of all of 
them. The Commission has stated that it sees no reason why the suggested form (see 
Bureau Marine Circular No. 52 and supplement 1 thereto) will not meet all requirements 
of the purpose of the oath in the case of a vessel in a joint ownership consisting of two 
individuals, one copartnership, and one corporation. Bureau letter October 1, 1946. (211.131)

In a positive step toward revision of U. S. customs laws and procedures, this Govern- 
ment will send its Commissioner of Customs, William J. Johnson, to participate in U. N. 
London conferences on liberalization of the existing system. 

Secretary of the Treasury John Snyder announced that Commissioner Johnson has 
been chosen by this Government to explore proposed revisions of existing procedures. 

Secretary Snyder explained, however, that the question of customs laws was being 
brought up “at the instance” of the Canadian and British governments. Sidney J. Kennedy, 
s ~" a at London, will work with Commissioner Johnson in the discussions, Secretary 
Snyder said.

IMPORTATION OF OLIVE OIL AGAINST SHIPMENTS OF SOYA BEAN OIL 


_The Commercial Office of the Italian Embassy has advised that the High Commis- 
sariat for Foods now permits the shipment of olive oil as soon as the shipment of soya 
bean oil from the United States has taken place without waiting for its arrival in Italy. 

Members who are sending soya bean oil to Italy in exchange for olive oil may submit 
proof of shipment to our office which will contact the Italian Embassy. The Commercial 
Office of the Italian Embassy will then notify the Ministry of Foreign Trade in Rome 
which in turn will advise the Ministry of Finance which will give the Italian exporters the 
authorization to ship the olive oil immediately. 

The U. S. Department of Commerce has advised that the validity period of all export 
licenses (except licenses to export coal) which expire in the period November 12 through 
December 1, 1946, has been extended through December 2, 1946. 

This represents a further extension of export licenses which were due to expire after 
September 6, 1946. Such extension was granted because of extraordinary situation created 
by the Maritime strike. (Amer. Chamber of Commerce for Trade with Italy, Inc.) 


N. Y. FOREIGN TRADE ZONE RETURNS TO STATEN ISLAND 


Commerce Secretary Harriman took steps to restore further the New York Forcign 
Trade zone to its pre-war location at Stapleton, Staten Island. 

As chairman of the foreign Trade Zone Board, he ordered operations at Pier 72, 73, and 
74 in North River transferred back to Pier 15 and 16 at Staten Island. 

Operations at Pier 53, North River, were returned to Pier 16 last December. 

The announcement added that the Army is expected to return Staten Island Piers 12, 
13 and 14 to the Foreign Trade Zone by the end of the year. During the war the Army 
used the five piers as a port ®f embarkation.

There is quoted below for your information and guidance Regulation 8, Order 6, issued 
by the Foreign Liquidation Commissioner, Department of State, effective September 18, 
1946 (11 F.R. 10709), publishing a list of materials which are in critically short supply in 
this country and have therefore been excepted from the prohibition against the importa- 
tion of surplus property contained in section 33, Surplus Property Act of 1944, section 
8508.15 of the surplus property regulations, and T.D. 51304: 

Importation into United States of Surplus Property Located in Foreign Areas 

“All regulations and orders heretofore issued under Part 8308 entitled ‘Foreign Dis- 
posal’ have been redesignated ‘Disposal of Surplus Property Located in Foreign Areas’ 
and will be issued hereafter under Part 8508 as Foreign Liquidation Commissioner Regu- 
lation 8. Surplus Property Administration Regulation 8, Order 6, July 18, 1946, entitled 
‘Importation of Surplus Glycerine’ (11 F.R. 7938) is hereby revised and amended as herein 
set forth as Foreign Liquidation Commissioner Regulation 8, Order 6. 

“The Director of War Mobilization and Reconversion has informed the Secretary of

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FREE ENTRY OF CERTAIN TIMBER, LUMBER AND LUMBER PRODUCTS 


The Acting Secretary of the Treasury has issued T.D. 51565, authorizing Collectors of 
Customs to admit free of duty, and import taxes provided for in Section 3420, Internal 
Revenue Code, timber, lumber and lumber products designated and certified by the 
Housing Expediter if entered for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for con- 
sumption on and after the Presidential proclamation of October 25, 1946. 

The classes of timber, lumber and lumber products which have been so far designated 
and certified by the Housing Expediter are as follows: 

“4. Sawed lumber and timber, not specially provided for; all the foregoing, if of fir, 
spruce, pine, hemlock, or larch, classifiable under paragraph 401, Tariff Act of 1930, and 
section 3424, Internal Revenue Code. 

“2. Maple (except Japanese maple), birch and beech: Flooring, classifiable under para- 
graph 402, Tariff Act of 1930. 

“3. Plywood, classifiable under paragraph 405, Tariff Act of 1930. 

“4, Packing boxes (empty), and packing box shooks, of wood, not specially provided 
for, classifiable under paragraph 407, Tariff Act of 1930. 

“5. Red cedar shingles, such as are provided for in paragraph 1760, Tariff Act of 1930, 
and subject to duty under the act of July 1, 1940 (19 U.S.C. 1332a). 

“%. Sawed lumber and timber, not further manufactured than planed, and tongued and 
grooved, all the foregoing not specially provided for, classifiable under paragraph 1803, 
Tariff Act of 1930, and section 3424, Internal Revenue Code.” 

The Housing Expediter may certify to the Secretary of the Treasury, other articles 
and classes of articles, in chief value of wood, and in such event, the list given above will 
be amended accordingly. The Housing Expediter may also forward a certificate covering 
each entry directly to the Collector of Customs who is authorized by T.D. 51565 likewise 
to grant entry free of duty and import taxes to articles covered by such certificates. 

The import taxes prescribed in Section 3420 and 3425, Internal Revenue Code, for 
dutiable articles containing 4 per cent or more of copper by weight does not apply to 
articles in chief value of wood which are certified for free entry. [T.D. 51565.] 


GENERAL IMPORTS ORDER M-63, AS AMENDED 


The Bureau has been informed by the Production and Marketing Administration, 
United States Department of Agriculture, that on October 28, 1946, the following com- 
modities were removed from control: pepper, nutmeg, mace, argols, tartaric acid, guano, 
olive oil, edible and inedible ouricury oil, and ouricury nuts and kernels. 

In addition the Department of Agriculture has announced that it will grant import 
licenses more freely for in-transit shipments of 11 commodities through the United States 
to foreign destinations. These commodities are: dried beans; dried chick-peas and gar- 
banzos; lentils; dried, ripe, and split peas; all types and grades of rice; meat; tea; cocoa 
beans or cacad beans; cocoa (cacao) butter; unsweetened cocoa; and all types of oil cake 
and oil cake meal. [C/L No. 2379, Supplement No. 75.]

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


Note—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid: supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcoho] 
and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid.

IN BOND TO ALASKA 


It was announced in Washington and 
Ottawa that authorization has been given 
for the shipment of goods in bond from 
points in the United States to points in 
Alaska and from points in Alaska to points 
in the United States over the Alaska High- 
way and connecting roads. This action has 
been taken in implementation of undertak- 
ings of the Canadian Government whica 
were made at the time authorization was 
given to the United States Government to 
construct the Alaska Highway. 

Although construction of the Alaska 
Highway system, including the so-called 


Haines Cut-off, was undertaken solely for 
military reasons, its post-war utility for 
civilian traffic was foreseen and provision 
was made for the use of the system by 
United States traffic on the same terms as 
Canadian traffic. The United States by an 
exchange of notes of March 17-18, 1942, 
agreed that at the conclusion of the war 
that part of the Highway which lies in 
Canada should become in all respects an 
integral part of the Canadian Highway sys- 
tem. In return, Canada agreed that United 
States civilian traffic could use the Alaska 
Highway on the same conditions as Cana-

dian traffic and undertook specifically ‘‘to 
waive import duties, transit, or similar 
charges on shipments originating in the 
United States and to be transported over 
the Highway to Alaska or originating in 
Alaska and to be transported over the 
Highway to the United States.” By a fur- 
ther exchange of notes of November 28- 
December 7, 1942, it was agreed that the 
so-called Haines Cut-off should be consid- 
ered an integral part of the Alaska High- 
way and in all applicable respects subject 
to the agreement reached in the exchange 
of notes of March 17-18, 1942. There was a 
further and clarifying exchange of letters 
of April 10, 1943, which assured United 
States civilian traffic adequate access to the 
southern terminus of the Alaska Highway. 
The post-war rights made available to the 
United States civilian traffic under these 
exchanges of notes have not previously 
been made available as the road has con- 
tinued to be the military highway not open 
to general public use. The Canadian mili- 
tary authorities, continuing the practice 
inaugurated by the United States military 
authorities during the war period, have 
heretofore permitted civilian traffic by indi- 
vidual permit only and only where such 
traffic was able to proceed with the limited 
facilities available along the route. Under 
these regulations, United States civillan 
traffic has been permitted on the same terms 
as Canadian traffic. 

The Alaska Highway system is not now 
in a condition which would permit general 
civilian traffic and it is not anticipated that 
it will be possible to use the road without 
restriction for some time to come. How- 
ever, the Canadian Government has been 
taking active mesures to improve and in- 
crease facilities along the Highway and as 
the situation has improved, it has permitted 
increased traffic. The action now taken in 


authorizing, in so far as facilities are avail- 
able, transit-in-bond of goods originating 
in the United States and to be transported 
over the Highway to Alaska or originating 
in Alaska and to be transported over the 
Highway to the United States is taken in 
anticipation of the time when the facilities 
on the Highway will be such as to warrant 
opening the road to general civilian traffic. 

Suitable regulations for shipment of 
goods in bond on the Highway will be 
issued as a matter of course by the Minister 
of National Revenue of Canada., The fol- 
lowing Canadian frontier ports of entry 
and exit have been designated:

‘With further improvement of the Alaska 
Highway and connecting roads, considera- 
tion will be given in the future to the des- 
ignation of further Canadian ports of entry 
and exit as conditions warrant.

LATIN AMERICAN TRAINEES ARRIVE AT TARIFF COMMISSION 


Three interns from Latin American Countries—Dr. Emiliano Salazar Llona, of Peru; 
Dr. Liborio Cuéllar Gémez, of Colombia; and Mr. Félix Azanza Jaramillo, of Ecuador—have 
recently arrived at the United States Tariff Commission for a six months’ course of train- 
ing in tariff problems, commercial policy, and foreign trade. 

The three visitors, all of whom came to the United States by air, are currently at- 

tending the Orientation Center sponsored by the State Department at Wilson Teachers 
College in Washington. There they are being given an intensive refresher course in 
English. Upon the completion of the course, Dr. Salazar, Dr. Cuéllar, and Mr. Azanza will 
study and observe in detail the functions of the various divisions of the Tariff Commission, 
attend a series of seminars conducted by Commissioners and members of the staff; and 
consult with the Commission’s experts on subjects of special interest to them. Later, the 
interns will study for short periods at other Government agencies, after which they will 
spend some time in New York at the Custom House and the office of the Tariff Commission 
there. 
Dr. Salazar, who is from Lima, Peru, attended the Colegio “Antonio Raymondi” at 
Lima, and in 1941 was awarded the degree of Doctor of Political Science by the Royal 
University of Pavia, Italy. At present Dr. Salazar is on the staff of the Peruvian Ministry 
of Aeronautics. 

Dr. Cuéllar, of Bogota, Colombia, did his preparatory work at the Colegio Frances 
(Colegio Pasteur) in Bogota. In 1946, he was graduated from the Gimnasio Moderno at 
Bogota, with the degree of Doctor in Industrial and Commercial Administration. 

Mr. Azanza, who is from Quito, Ecuador, was graduated from the Colegio “Bernardo 
Valdivieso,” at Loja. He then attended the Central University of Ecuador at Quito, where 
in 1946 he was awarded the degree of Civil Engineer. At present, Mr. Azanza is Chief of 
Fiscal Mathematics in the Ecuadoran oe! of the Treasury. 

The intern training in the Tariff Commission is conducted in cooperation with the 
program of the Interdepartmental Committee on Scientific and Cultural Cooperation, which 
sponsors the United States program of educational, scientific, and cultural cooperation 
with the other American Republics. Dr. Edgar B. Brossard, member of the Tariff Com- 
mission, is the Commission's representative on the Interdepartmental Committee, and is a 
member of its Executive Committee. The Tariff Commission’s intern-training program is 
under the supervision of Dr. Allyn C. Loosley, principal economist on the Commission's 
staff; he is assisted by Mrs. Grace Roper Bohn, of the Economics Division. 


REPORT ON DYES 


The United States Tariff Commission today released a report on the coal-tar dye 
industry, one in a series on War Changes in Industry requested by the House Ways and 
Means Committee and the Senate Finance Committee. This concise review of the United 
States tariff treatment of dyes and pre-war commercial arrangements and recent wartime 
changes in the world trade in dyes is intended to furnish the required factual basis for 
the determination of future government policy as well as of planning by the American 
dye industry, both at home and in the international field. The present position of the 
domestic dye industry is assessed in connection with an examination of the industry’s 
history and the relation thereto of the tariff, cartel arrangements and foreign patent 
control, raw material supply, wartime expansion, government controls, and reconversion 
problems of the 47 primary dye producers. The report also contains recent information 
on labor conditions, expenditures for research, and an estimate of the financial investment 
in the United States dye industry. 

The report points out the crucial importance of dyes in two world wars and the great 
advances made in their manufacture and application in the intervening years. The account 
of the derivation und uses of the various classes of dyes is designed for the expert as well 
as the interested layman. This particular section deals with such recent developments as 
the increasing dye requirements of the domestic acetate-rayon industry. It explains the 
preference for various dyes in certain uses, such as the brilliant colors achieved with 
azoic dyes, and the color-fastness and variety and beauty of shades obtained with anthra- 
quinone vat dyes.

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World trade in dyes before World War II was dominated by one of the most important 
private internationa] industrial agreements—The International Dyestuffs Cartel. The 
Commission’s report describes how the organization of the cartel was begun about 1925, 
with the German I. G. Farbenindustrie as the prime mover. The cartel ultimately included 
the dye producers of Germany, Switzerland, United Kingdom, France, Italy, Japan, Czecho- 
slovakia, Spain, and Poland, and it was to function until December 31, 1968. It stabilized 
the prices of coal-tar dyes by regulation of the rate of production and of distribution; it 
apportioned the principal markets and eliminated or lessened competition therein by the 
allocation of export quotas. Its patent-pools served as bargaining devices in obtaining 
for cartel members detailed information on manufacturing processes of non-participants. 
Some United States firms, though not officially cartel members, apparently had certain 
understandings with the cartel as a whole as well as with several of its members sepa- 
rately. The Soviet Union, never an exporter of dyes to any considerable extent, was not 
a member of the cartel. 


Dye exports of the principal producing countries in 1938 totaled 129.6 million pounds, 
valued at 83.6 million dollars. The six leading exporting countries, in order, were Ger- 
many, Switzerland, Japan, France, United Kingdom, and the United States; the three lead- 
ing importing countries were China, Hong Kong, and British India. 


The ratio of United States exports (by weight) to total sales of domestic dyes declined 
from 32.2 per cent in 1929 to 9.8 per cent in 1938. Exports recovered substantially during 
the war because of significant gains in the markets of Latin America, India, and Canada. 
These gains were chiefly due to the elimination of Germany as the dominant supplier of 
these markets, and the inability of Switzerland and the United Kingdom to take its place. 
Because of many factors pointed out in the report, the Commission takes the view that it 
appears doubtful that this country can hold its wartime gains in these markets. 


The report places special emphasis on the tariff treatment accorded to imports of dyes 
and certain other coal-tar products. This group has been subject to compound rates of 
duty under the last two tariff acts. The specific part of the compound duty on nearly all 
of the dyes was 7 cents per pound which, in itself, greatly restricted imports of low-priced 
dyes. Until the Trade Agreement with Switzerland in 1936, all classes of dyes were sub- 
ject to an ad valorem rate of 45 per cent in addition to the specific rate. In 1936 the rate 
was changed to 40 per cent ad valorem, with a minimum duty of 3% cents per pound plus 
22% per cent ad valorem, The method employed in assessing the ad valorem rate in the 
case of “competitive” dyes is unique. The rate, instead of being applied to “foreign value,” 
as is usual in the case of other products, is based on the American selling price of a like 
or similar dye produced in the United States. The resulting duties are very high in ratio 
to the foreign value of the imports. Under this system of tariff protection the sales of the 
domestic industry increased substantially during the inter-war period, and at the same 
time the ratio of imports to domestic production has shown a marked decline. 


According to the Commission’s report, “Demand for dyes in this country is likely to 
continue very strong, at least for some time to come. If, in the longer-term postwar 
period, national income should be materially higher than before the war, the demand is 
likely to be much greater than in the immediate prewar years, and even at a more modest 
level of national income it will probably exceed the prewar demand.” 


The principal factors upon which competition between the United States industry and 
those of the foreign countries are likely to depend in the long-term postwar period are 
(1) the policy of the allied powers with respect to the restoration of the German dye 
industry (and, to some extent, also the Japanese dye industry); (2) the strength of the 
Swiss and British dye industries; (3) the existence or nonexistence of an international dye 
cartel; and (4) the relative costs of dye production in the United States and in foreign 
countries.

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


Great Britain and Northern Ireland—tThe restrictions on the gross weight, frequency 
of mailing, and weight of food contents of unsolicited gift parcels admitted.into the 
United Kingdom have been removed. Therefore, effective at once, parcels containing bona 
fide unsolicited gifts may be accepted for mailing to Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
up to the normal weight limit of 22 pdunds and without limitation as to weight of food 
contents or frequency of mailing. The parcels must be clearly marked by the sende1 
with the words “Unsolicited Gift.” Parcels for Great Britain and Northern Ireland con- 
taining merchandise not sent as an unsolicited gift will continue to be accepted for 
mailing up to 22 pounds in weight under the conditions heretofore in effect. 

Belgian Congo—Every commercial shipment of merchandise exceeding 6,500 francs 
($148.20) in value requires an import license to be issued in Belgian Congo. To avoid 
delays in the customs treatment of the merchandise, mailers should obtain in advance 
from the addressee of each such shipment the number and date of the relative import 
Jicense, and enter that information on the documents accompanying the parcel. 

China—Many packages containing merchandise, prepaid at the letter rate of postage 
und addressed for delivery in China are being offered for mailing, notwithstanding China 
does not accept dutiable articles in letter packages. The Post Office Department has not 
been advised what articles are liable to customs duty in China, or in foreign countries 
menerally. The mailing of letter packages containing articles of merchandise results in 
their return to the senders, if observed before dispatch, or if erroneously dispatched to 
China, the subsequent return from that country. 

Philippines—All post offices which were in existence in the Philippine Islands prior 
to the War are authorized to pay money orders issued in the United States. However, 
money orders drawn for payment in this country may be purchased at the Manila Post 
Office only for the present. The limitation of one parcel per week from the same sender 
in this country to the same addressee in the Republic of the Philippines will no longer 
apply to packages and parcels containing books, magazines, and newspapers (but not 
other articles) addressed for delivery in that country. 

In order to help replace text and scientific books destroyed in the Philippines during 
the war, as a temporary measure and until further instructions, the limit of weight for 
legal, educational, medical, and scientific books (but not newspapers, magazines, or other 
articles) addressed for delivery in the Republic of the Philippines, whether prepaid for 
dispatch in the international prints mails or in the parcel-post mails, is increased to 44 
pounds per package or parcel when addressed for delivery in Manila and 22 pounds when 
addressed for delivery in the provincial capitals or other cities in the Philippines. 

Yugoslavia—Parcels sent to Yugoslavia as gifts may be accepted for mailing up 
to the normal weight limit of 44 pounds, subject to the reduced postage rate of 14 cents per 
pound or fraction thereof. According to information received from Yugoslavia gift 
parcels weighing up to 22 pounds addressed to persons in that country are admitted free 
of duty and without previous permission for importation under the following conditions: 

(1) The parcel must be plainly marked by the sender on the address side to indicate 
that it is intended as a gift. 

(2) Permissible contents are as follows: 

Nonperishable foodstuffs. 

Used clothing and shoes. 

New clothing and shoes and materials for making them (free of customs duty only 
up to 44 pounds per year for each person of the addressee’s family). 

Tobacco and its preparations up to 40 grams (about 1.4 ounces) per parcel. 

Other articles for daily use in small quantities (luxury items are prohibited). 

It is assumed that gift parcels weighing over 22 pounds, or those whose contents do 
not conform to the conditions stated above, will not be admitted free of duty or without 
es a for ——. . 

arcels which do not comply with the conditions for gift parcels are subject to the 
postage rate of 22 cents for the first pound, plus 14 cents for oneh pound or eon ed

The export control regulations of the Office of International Trade, Department of 
Commerce, Washington 25, D. C., are applicable to parcels for delivery in Yugoslavia. 

Taiwan (Formosa) and the Leased Territory of Kwangchowwan (Fort Bayard) are 
now regarded as part of China, Kwangchowwan (Fort Bayard), moreover has been given 
the new name of “Chankiangshih.” é , 

Consequently, effective at once, all surface mail matter, including parcel post, for 
Taiwan (Formosa) and Chankiangshih (Kwangchowwan) will be accepted subject to the 
conditions and at the rates of postage applicable to China. For the present, no air-mail 
service to these places is available. ‘ , me 

The Treasury Department has issued a circular under the Trading With the Enemy 
Act removing Taiwan (Formosa) from the category of enemy territory. ‘ 

Fingernail Polish Prohibited in Parcels for Foreign Countries—That inasmuch as 
nail polish and nail polish remover generally have a flash point of less than 80° F., their 
inclusion in parcels for foreign countries is prohibited. 





Applications for export Mcenses may be made by commercial firms which, because 
of misinterpretation of regulations, have accumulated unmailable relief packages destined 
for the American, British or French zones in Germany. However, the OIT said, only 
packages not exceeding 44 pounds in weight will be eligible for licensing. Applications 
must be made before November 22, 1946, the agency added. ; 

Regulations governing the only non-military shipments that have been authorized 
for Germany were announced by the Post Office Department on June 1. They stipulated 
that individual relief packages weighing 11 pounds or less, valued at $25 or less, and 
consisting only of specified items, may be sent by parcel post to individuals in the 
American zone. The only subsequent modification of the regulations has been to include 
the British and French zcnes as proper destinations. Berlin is specifically excluded. 

In the period between May 16, 1946, when an amendment to the Trading with the 
Enemy Act made shipments of relief packages legal, and June 1, when parcel post 
service was announced, many firms erroneously assumned that commercial shipments could 
be made, and advertised that they would handle shipments for individuals. As a result, a 
large number of packages accumulated which could not be exported. Only the packages 
that commercial firms received or agreed to deliver between May 16 and June 1 may now 
be sent under the present plan, OIT said. Only one export license will be issued to each 
concern making application to ship accumulated packages. 


FOREIGN TRADE REPORTS 


The Government Printing Office now has available sales copies of Volume II of the 
1943 edition of Foreign Commerce and Navigation of the United States, the first issue of 
Export Transport Statistics. This volume of 488 pages for the first time makes available 
to port authorities, steamship lines, airlines and rail and truck carriers, as well as foreign 
traders and the public, summary and detailed statistical tables on the method of trans- 
portation, i.e., vessel, air, rail, truck, and all other methods combined, used in transporting 
merchandise out of the country. A complete description of the sources, coverage, valua- 
tion, method of transportation and commodity classifications and compilation procedures 
for these export transport statistics also appears in the volume in the form of an explana- 
tory foreword. Copies of this publication are priced at $2.00 and requests and payments 
should be made to the Superintendent of Documents, United States Government Printing 
Office, Washington 25, D. C.

SOUTH AFRICAN LABELLING REGULATIONS 


The Official Representative in New York of the South African Department of Customs, 
has supplied the following extract from a minute addressed by the Superintendent of 
Assize to the Commissioner of Customs and Excise in South Africa in regard to capacity 
measures shown on labels of vegetable and fruit juices exported from the United States 
to South Africa: 

“T wish to take this opportunity of directing attention to several American brands of 
Vegetable and Fruit juices which were recently imported in containers marked in terms 
of American capacity measure. Such marking is in conflict with the Statute and re-sellers 
and importers were placed to considerable trouble in having it deleted prior to sale. 
American capacity measure is, as you well know, very substantially less than Union (or 
Tmperial) measure of corresponding denominations and marking in terms of the former 
is thus not only a direct contravention, but would seriously prejudice the purchaser who 
takes e.g. the statement ‘Contents 1-Pt. 2 fl. ozs.’ as indicating a ouantity of 22 fl. ozs. 
whereas in fact it is no more than 18 fl. ozs. If effective stens could be taken in New 
York to preclude such markings on future shipments to the Union. this would be much 
appreciated. In the meantime all concerned in the Union have, to the best of my belief. 
already been advised of the position and how it will have to be met. I would add that 
such vegetable and fruit juices may be sold without reference to either weight or measure 
and hence completely unmarked containers would be in order, provided all reference to 
weight or measure, direct or indirect, is avoided throughout the transactions.”

SYRIA AND LEBANON REQUIRE CERTIFIED INVOICES 


The attention of exporters is called to the importance of having certified invoices for 
all shipments intended for Syria and Lebanon. According to an airgram just received 
from the American Legation, Beirut, failure of an importer in Syria or Lebanon to pro- 
duce a certified invoice for the goods imported renders him liable to a penalty of 10 per 
cent of the value of these goods. These invoices must be certified by a Syrian or Lebanese 
consul in the country of origin. The American Legation at Beirut has pointed out that 
a number of penalties have recently been imposed, and therefore urges strict compliance. 


PERU CHANGES EXCHANGE REGULATIONS 


The Superintendent of Banks of Peru announced October 25 that requests for foreign 
exchange for the payment of merchandise imported in shipments amounting to less than 
$50 will not be approved unless shipments are covered by import license. This ruling 
applies to goods shipped after November 15. Heretofore import permits have not been 
required for shipments valued at $50 or less and exchange was made available without 
undue delay. The effect of the present measure will be to require import licenses for 
shipments of any value unless the importer is able to furnish his own exchange.

ing him to make purchase, and funds for 
his living and personal expenses in Ger- 
many. The license also authorizes him to 
carry on certain business activities inci- 
dent to his trip. 

Late in August the Department invited 
applications for the American Zone from 
business men interested in goods reported 
at that time to be available for export in 
limited quantities. These included china- 
ware. toys, radio cabinets, jewelry, clocks 
and watches, and wines and liquors. Ap- 
plications received in response to this in- 
vitation have been cleared or are now in 
process of clearance, OIT said. 

While the exportable quantities of some 
of the lines of goods reported in August 
to be available have turned out to be in- 
sufficient to justify any special commercial 
attention at this time, additional supplies 
in some other lines are now available. 

All applications will continue to be sub- 
ject to clearance by the U. S. military au- 
thorities in Germany; the number of appli- 
cants actually admitted will continue to be 
limited to the number which the Army has 
facilities to take care of, and the duration 


of any visit and the activities of the visitors 
will be limited strictly to the purpose of 
the visit. P ; 

Quarters, food, and transportation within 
the American Zone are to be made available 
by the military authorities at a reasonable 
charge; all other travel arrangements must 
be made by the visitor himself. 

Applications are no longer to be made 
to the European Division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce but instead are to be 
made in the usual manner for passoprt ap- 
plications to the Passport Division, Depart- 
ment of State. The usual passport applica- 
tion should be accompanied by a letter in 
duplicate setting forth: The name of the 
individual proposing to make the visit; his 
business connection and address; the type 
of business engaged in; the particular com- 
modity or commodities in which the appli- 
cant is interested; extent and nature of 
prewar import business, if any, including 
any available firm names and addresses; 
the time when the applicant desires to 
make the trip; and any other pertinent in- 
formation.

areas of the Port. U.S. Army engineers 
have testified that the low cost of handling 
tonnage through this port was not only a 
tribute to the facilities of the Port, but 
also to the experience and “know how” 
of the various organizations, the steve- 
dores and longshoremen and other workers 
who were able to perform miracles under 
the stimulus of patriotic zeal. 

While the Port of New Orleans is 228 
years old, it refuses to look backward— 
its face is to the future. One of its long- 
range projects is the deep tidewater 
channel which will provide a short cut for 
vessels of the deepest draft from the 
Industrial Canal area to the Gulf of 
Mexico. This project, which has been 
recommended by the U. S. army engineers, 
will cost approximately eighty million 
dollars. 

Although there is so much concrete evi- 
dence, on all sides, of the continued prog- 
ress of the Port of New Orleans, one is 


impressed by something that is not ap- 
parent to the naked eye, and that is the 
esprit de corps, the spirit of co-operation, 
of civic teamwork, that prevails in this 
new New Orleans. Only such spirit could 
have perfected the organization that was 
necessary to stage International Week in 
the grand manner typical of the Southern 
metropolis. 

Aside from the natural ambition to

PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—URUGUAY 


BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 
Revised Restrictions on the Importation of Seed Potatoes 

Decree No. 1872/945 issued July 30, 1946, at Montevideo, revokes Decree No. 50:941 of 
June 4, 1941, regulating the importation of seed potatoes into Uruguay. Pertinent articles of 
the new decree follow: 

Article 1. Every shipment of potatoes imported into the country to be used as seed 
must be accompanied by certificates of origin and plant health which will make clear: 

(a) That the exported tubers are practically free from attacks of insects and diseases 
mentioned below: 

Synchytrium endobioticum (Schilb.) Perc., potato wart, Phthorimaea (Gnorimoschema) 
operculella Zell., potato tuber worm, Leptinotarsa (Doryphora) decemlineata Say, Bac- 
terium solanacearum E F §, bacterial wilt, Phytomonas sepedonica Bergert et al, ring rot. 

(b) That the potatoes to be exported must be free from other serious parasitic 
diseases, a prudent margin of tolerance to be permitted for harmless affections. 

In particular with reference to potato scabs, they must be distinguished: 

(1) Common scabs (Actinomyees scabies) (Thax.) Gues., and other agents. 

(2) Black scab (Rhizoctonia violacea Tul.). 

(3) Powdery scab (Spongospora subterranea (Wallr.) T. Johnson). 

The following tolerances will be applied in connection with these diseases: 

Slight attacks—up to 10 per cent of the number of potatoes. 

Severe attacks—up to 5 per cent of the number of potatoes. 

Every attack which exceeds the indicated percentages will necessitate the disinfec- 
tion of the shipments. 

Article 2. In addition to the certificates of healthy origin, the shipments of pota- 
toes must be accompanied by a certificate issued by the Government of the exporting 
country, in which it is made clear that the selected tubers were actually grown for seed 
and that the fields from which they came have been under control, or have been the 
object of official inspection, in which the absence of “degeneration” diseases was verified 
in a practical manner, “degeneration” meaning the various virus diseases which lower 
the vitality of the tubers. 

Article 3. If on arrival in the country, the potatoes are judged unsuited for seed 
by the technical staff of the Direcci6n de Agronomica, they can be used for consumption, 
if there is no special reason to disqualify them for that also. 

Article 4. Domestic regulations dealing with potatoes judged unsuitable for seed 
or consumption. 

Article 5. Provision for revision when necessarv. 

Article 6. Revocation of decree of June 4, 1941. 

Article 7. Signatures. 


SPECIAL REGULATIONS GOVERNING EXPORT AND IMPORT OF 
LIVESTOCK TO AND FROM MEXICO 


BUREAU OF ANIMAL INDUSTRY 

Part 93, Chapter I, Title 9, Code of Federal Regulations (B. A. I. Order 368), as 
amended, is hereby further amended as follows: 

1. By deleting the amendments to Section 93.2 (Regulation 2) and Section 93.3 (Regu- 
lation 3) made effective by amendment 3 to said B. A. I. Order on June 5, 1946 (11 F. R. 
5855), and reinstating such sections as they existed prior to said date. 

2. By deleting Sections 93.17 and 93.18 (Regulations 17 and 18). 

Notice of such amendment and public procedure thereon are unnecessary due to the 
fact that the amendment constitutes a relaxation of the regulations and are impracticable 
since it is important that the relaxation be made effective at the earliest possible time. 

Article XII, Convention between the United States of America and the United Mexican 
States proclaimed January 18, 1930; Act of August 30, 1890, 21 U. S. C. 101-105; Act of 
February 2, 1903, as amended, 21 U. S. C. 111-113, 120-122). 

This amendment, which for purpose of identification, is designated Amendment 4 to 
B. A. I. Order 368, shall be effective at 12.01 a. m.. e.s.t., October 18, 1946.

The U. S. Department of Agriculture announced that the quantity of sugar entered 
for consumption from all offshore areas during January-September, 1946, amounted to 
3,486,140 short tons, raw value. For the corresponding period last year the quantity 
entered totaled 4,196,040 tons. The figures are subject to change after outturn weights 
and polarization data for all entries are available. 

A total of 187,468 short tons of sugar, raw value, was marketed by the mainland cane 
area and 843,425 tons by the continental beet area during January-August, 1946, as com- 
puared with 151,041 tons and 647,126 tons, respectively, during the same period of 1945.

In view of the foregoing, I am of the opin- 
ion that the statute provides the cost of 
production shall consist of four elements 
as set out in section 402 (f), supra; that in
